"That isn’t supposed to happen,” 
said Gregg Kellogg, head of water 
quality compliance of the federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency’s 
Seattle office. It’s a violation of the 
hatchery’s ‘discharge permit, he said. 

A 1988 U.S. ^vironmcntal Pro- 
tection Agency complaint against 
Magic Springs alleged the hatchery 
discharge solid wastes from race- 
ways by sweeping them into the 
“Snake'RlvAT during 1988 in violation 
of the hatchery’s waste water dis- 
charge permit. 

Magic Springs, however, denied 
the EPA’s charges and says it has not 
violated its federal discharge permit.

Law allows tons of fish

TWIN FALLS — Nearly on 'acre of solid 
waste, one foot deep, from commercial and 
government fish hatcheries .can legally be 
deposited in the Magic Valley stretch of the 
Snake River every day. . 

But state officials, hamstrung by a lack' 
of scientific data, say they, can do little to 
stem the flow. 

“We haven't got enough water quality in- 
formation to documjcnt the problem," said 
Mike McMosters, field water quality super- 
visor with the state Division of Environ- 
mental Quality’s Twin Falls office. 

'The state is conducting a study to deter- 
mine the condition of the river and its abili- 
ty to absorb pollutants. 

Even if all the hatcheries operate within 
their federal permits, they can legally dis- 
charge a significant amount of solids that 
add to pollurion problems in the Snake Riv- 
er. according Jo_Bca..Bowlcr.. president of., 
the Id^o chapter of American Fisheries 
Society. , 

Mdrc thrm 120 commercial hatcheries 
and four state and federal hatcheries in the 
Magic Valley' Iiavc^EPA'pcrTnits to dis-- 
chargT about 4,300 cubic feet of water per 
second. Typically, the hatcheries ore al- 
lowed to dump 5 milligrams of solids, per 
liter of water and 0.1 milliliicr of scttl^ 
solids per liter of water. ^ 

That translates into a discharge of 
1)7,500 pounds of suspended solids and. 
37,600 cubic feel of settled solids into the 


Snake River daily. 

In a year that adds up to 42.9 million 
pounds — more than 21.000 tons — of sus- 
pended solids a^ 13.7 million cubic feet of 
«cttied solids, a total of 3IS acre-feet. 

An acre-foot is the amount of material it 
takes to cover one acre to a depth of.one 
: foot, or 43,560 cubic feet . . . - 

Any organic waste discharged into the 
woler uses oxygen, he said. 

“'rhe river has some ability' to clean it- 
self," McMostcis said. But organic matter ' 
from the hatcheries and other sources tends 
to depress oxygen levels. In slow-moving 
or non-flowing sttctchcs of the river, such 
os near dams, the solids settle to the bot- 
tom.* 

McMftstcrs-said-he-thinks- thc-cuTTcnt 

study will prove that the hatcheries arc sub- 
stantiol contributors to the excess nutrients 
and sediments that have accumulated in the 
river. 

Hatcheries, and other opciations that dis- 
charge waste, water, otc.icgula^ by -the 
federal Environmental Protection Agency. 

EPA permits~arc~issued based on “best ' 
available technology." McMostcrs.said. 

If EPA approves a permit application, it 
is sen t to DEQ to certify that the discharge _ ..
